Judge John A. Talty of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court handed down a decision Tues- 
day in the case of Robert Carleton against 
Charles P. Higgins in which he makes @ 
ruling that seems to put the wineroom 
question “‘up’’ to the excise commissioner, 

The court declares that that official is 
vested by implication under the Missouri 
Statutes with full authority to conduct an 
inquiry into the character of a saloon with Fire in the Last Battle on 


a view to closing it if it is shown to be a 
disorderly or immoral place. the Modder River. t 

By this ruling the excise commissioner 
is held to be a judicial officer with authority 
to exercise power that is necessary to ex- 
ecute those duties that are,expressly con- 
ferred upon him by statute. It is declared 
to be an untenable doctrine that, when he Is 
expressly commanded to perform certain 
official acts, if no method is provided for, 
he cannot proceed. The effect of the de- 
cision is to give him wide discretion in. the 
manner of doing the judicial work of his 
office. 

In the suit in which the point was brought 
before the court, the plaintiff sought a 
writ of prohibition against the excise com- 
missioner to prevent him from issuing an 
order compelling the petitioner to show 
cause why his saloon should not be ad- 
judged a disorderly place and closed, 

The application for the prohibitory. writ 
was made upon the basis that the com- 
missioner had no right or jurisdiction to 
inquire into the question as to whether 
the relator was keeping the character of 
house charged or had violated any law. 
The court said in part: 

We are of the optnion that the statute, by 
implication, gives_to the Exeise Comm issidn- 
er the power to heat @vidence and determine 
the truth or falsity of the charge against re- 
lator, #nd ‘that his functions wittrreferenee 
to the issuing and revoking of dramshop 
licenses are the same as those of @ county 
court, 

The manner in which it is charged many 
dramshops with moral-corrupting so-called 
wineroom attachments are being conducted 
has aroused such unfavorable comment among 
the daw-abiding people of our city that every 
question affecting the rights and powers of 
the Excise Commissioner assumes dignity and 
importance, and every attempted interfer- 
ence with the proper exercise of his lawful 
authority should be sternly resisted.

The negro’s revolver was discharged while 
Atkin and he were fighting for its pos- 
eession. Twice the grim muzzle was 
yressed against the college man's stomach, 
ut the iron grip he had, with both hands, 
on his antagonist’s pistol kept the highway- 
mon from pulling the trigger. 

The men were locked in deadly embrace 
as they wresiied across the walk.

ocket,. In his right was the weapon which 
e pressed against the body of his victim. 

Both of Atkin’s handa had fast hold 
the marauder’s right arm. 

Just as Atkins worked the revolver down 
two inches under his groin, along the ictt 
leg, it exploded. The footpad broke away 
as Atkins released his grasp, spasmodically, 
and disappeared in the darkness, 

Atkins, in great pain and mental be- 
wilderment, groped his way along the cin- 
derpath, running from the corner of Del- 
mar avenue and Union boulevard to the 
crossing of the Suburban tracks, where he 
met a private watcnman. 

Tating in his plicht. the watchman as- 
sisted him one block along Vernon avenue 
to bis address, and, ringing the doorbell, 
hurrie!l away for a physician. 

It was then 1 o’clock and the occupants 
of the residence were wrept in repose. It 
was some time befcre they responded to 
the bell. 

Weak from loess of blood and the shock 
of bis midnight experience, Atkins sank up- 
on the porch in a faint, where he was 
found some minutes afier the household 
had been aroused.

The adrairal was talking to a number of 
gentlemen, including a senator or two, anda 
some other high officials. The President sat 
near by. Senator Hanna came up and spoke 
to the admiral loudly, almost roughly. The 
admiral was at a loss to know what (to say. 
and pretended nat to hear. 

After walting a minute 
said again, in a louder tone: 

“Dewey, what shall 1 tel the newspaper 
men when they ask me if you are going to 
be a candidate for President? 

The attention of everybody in the 
was attracted. Admiral Dewey objected to 
be.n@ questioned in that manner, but in ol- 
der to relieve himself from further em- 
barrassment, replied: “O, tell them I will 
not be a candidate” | 

Next morning every newspaper in the 
country had a Washington dispatch say:ng 
that Admiral Dewey would not be a candi- 
date for President. 

Admiral Dewey resented this treajment. 
He was taken at a disadvantage and he did 
not think it right that what he had sa:d 
at a private reception should be treated as 
a public announcement. 

This is one reason for Admiral 
dislike of Senator Hanna. It Is alse the rea 
story of the episode, concerning which 
some badly mixed dispatches have been 
printed. .

DEWEY IN SECOND PLACE. 


Serator Jones Discusses the Admiral’s 
Entry Into Politics. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, said to-day that he had 
no idea what Admiral Dewey's intentions 
were, or what line of action he would pur- 
sue to obtain a presidential namination. So 
far as the national Democratic committee 
as a is concerned, no letter or com- 
munication had been addressed to the ad- 
miral on the subject of his candidacy. 
Speaking for himseif, Senator Jones said Nhe 
had not written to the admiral inquiring 
whether he would enter the Kansas City 
Convention and abide by the result of the 
convention, but added: “It is quite probable. 

however, that others are more curious.” 

“It io quite possible,’’ continued he, “that 
Admiral Dewey may be sugwested in @on- 
nection with the vice-presidency. but lI 
have not the slightest idea that he will be 
proposed seriousiy as a presidential can- 
didate. Public sentiment has alréady de- 
creed that Mr. Bryan is to be the nominee 
of the regular Democratic party and in my 
udgment the men who wiil represent the 

emocratic party at Kansas City will carry 
out the will af the Democratic masses and 
name Bryan. 

“So far as Admiral Dewey is concerned, I 
have no means of knowing whether he pro- 
poses as a Democrat to come to the regular 
organization and abide by the consequences. 
or whether he and his friends intend to 
hold an independent convention, similar to 
that which named a third party ticket four 
years ago, headed by Gen, Palmer.'’ 

Senator Jones then expiained that he was 
not ser‘ously considering the candidacy of 
Admiral Dewey, because he believed it to 
be the result of a movement originated by 
certain so-called Democrats who did not 
vote for Mr. Bryan four years ago, and 
who have no intention of doing so if he is 
again named a@ the party standard-bearer. 
He added that it was nat usual for a can- 
dijate to announce that he proposed to be 
the candidate of any particular party and 
dictate a policy which is supposed to be an- 
tagonistic to all the principles of the party 
from which he seeks support. 

“If,” said Senator Jones, ‘‘Admira! Dewey 
deciares himself ta be a Democrat he wi]! 
receive a cordial welcome into the fold. for 
the American people are proud of him for 
his gallant and meritorious services in 
their behalf. There are other good Demo- 
crats who rendered valuable service ta thelr 
country during the Spanish war. and the 
admiral will not be lonely in the Democratic 
ranks. He will probably receive such con- 
sideration as he des@rves. buf he will have 
to abide the result of the convention, what- 
ever it may be.”

AND SPLENDOR, 


The President’s Plan to Dazzle 
Porto Ricans. 


GOV. ALLEN’S INAUGURATION. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL PARADES 
WITH BOOMING CANNONS. 


The First Step in Imperialism Is to Be 
Marked by a Display Equal to 
& Royal Cere- 
mony. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The inaugura- 
tion of Charles H. Allen governor of 
Porto Rico on May 1 will be marked with 
imperial pomp. 

It is the wish of the President that the 
change from military to civil government 
be’ made as imposing as possible, in order 
that the natives may be profoundly im- 
pressed with the imperial splendor of this 
administration. 

All the military of the island will be mo- 
bilized at San Juan, and the entire North 
Atiantic Squadron, consisting of the flag- 
ship New York, the new battleship Kear- 
Sarge, the Texas, the Machias and the Deol- 
phin, will be in the harbor. 

© sailors and marines wil] 
to participate in the ceremonies 
warships will fire salutes. 

Although Mr. Allen dislikes ostentation 
he believes the effect of such inaugural 
ceremonies will be most beneficial. 

Speaking of his new duties, Mr. Allen said 
to-day: ‘I believe that with a good set of 
officers the affairs of the government can 
be so conducted that within six months the 
people will rejoice that it has been estab- 
lished,’’ 

Mr. Allen is arranging to leave Washing- 

ton for San Juan toward the end of the 
present wee He will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Allen and their daughter. The tr.p 
will be made on the United States steamer 
Dolphin, Capt. Southerland, which is now 
lying-at the Washington Navy Yard. It is 
Gov. Allen’sé intention to make this a flying 
visit. He will set up the new civil govern- 
ment and inside of three weeks will re- 
turn to the United States to arrange his 
private affairs 
The United States steamer Dolphin, which 
will carry Mr. Allen to San Juan, will en- 
ter the harbor there, escorted by the en- 
tire North Atlantic Squadron, under the 
command of Rear Admiral Farquhar on 
his flagship, the New York. The squadron 
is now at Bermuda and will time its move- 
ments s0 aS to arrive off the north coast 
of Porto Rico about the time the Dolphin 
is sighted. 
Gov. Allen will be inaugurated at San 
Juan on May 1, and Gen. Davis, the military 
governor, will turn out all of the United 
States troops under his command in honor 
of the occasion. The ships of the squadron 
will fire salutes, which will be answered by 
the shore batteries. There will be some 
speeches and at night the fleet will use their 
electric lights, and there will be general 
illluminations. After setting up a civil gov- 
ernment and conferring with Gen. Davis, 
Mr. Allen will return to the United States 
to arrange his private affairs, returning to 
Porto Rico on the Mayflower.

Mr. Gates to return to his office, but left a 
notee for him, in which he expleined that 
he knew he had made a mistake and feared 
that his action might be misconstrued. He 
therefore thought it best to leave.

The order 
for the shutdown came from him, after con- 
sultation with the directors. He refused to 
discuss the slump in stock, but regarding 
the closing of the mills he said:

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KINGLY POWERS. 


The summary of the powers conferred upon the President 
by the Porto Rican law published in Monday's Post-Dispatch 
is a telling exhibit of imperialism. 

The President appoints the governor and the Executive 
Council, the members of the upper branch of the Legislature 
and all the judges. In fact, through his appointees he ap- 
points every official on the island. 

Formally the people are allowed a share in the govern- 
ment through the lower house of the Legislature. This is a 
mere form, however, since every act originating: there is sub- 
ject to the approval of the President himself or his creatures. 

The principle of taxation without representation is estab- 
lished. It is executive, not parliamentary government. 

The President's power over Porto Rico is greater than that 
of any other executive in the civilized world, save only the 
Czar of Russia. The German Emperor is subject to many 
limitations and constitutional restrictions. The President 
has practically a free hand in Porto Rico. He has imperial 
power, and, as he governs outside of the constitution, he is 
not even exposed to impeachment. The Porto Ricans may 
well pray that their despot may be benevolent

WASHINGTON, April 17.—enator Hoar's 
Speech in the Senate to-day on the Piliuolip- 
pine question was the abiest protest against 
tee policy of imperialism that has been 
heard in either chamber. 

The address has special significance, in 
coming from the distinguished Massachu- 
petis Senator, so lonz one of the 
men of the Republican party. 

Mr. Hoar begen his address by 
of the prosperous condition of the 
ican people at the ciose of the war 
Spain. He told of the glory of that 
flict and of a victory in the interest of lib- 
erty. He praised Vresident McKinley's 
course at that time, saying, in his judg- 
ment, he was the best beloved President 
who ever sat in the chair of Washington.

Touching upan the constitutionality of the 
question at issue, Mr. Hoar said: 

“IT hold that this acquisition of territory, 
holding and governing can be only a 
means for a constitutional end. And I 
maintain that you can no more hold and 
govern territory than you can hold and 
manage cannon or fleets for any other 
than a constitutional end.’’ 

Following this, Mr. Hoar traversed the 
constitutional and international field of the 
Philippine controversy, covering much of 
the same ground he and others have cov- 
ered heretofore in the pending discussion. 

Adverting to the authority to be found 
in the Declaration of Independence for ex- 
pansion, Mr. Hoar declared: 

“There is expansion enough in it, but 
it is the expansion of freedom and not of 
despotism; of life, not of death.

POPULAR FUND FOR JURORS’ EX- 
PENSES PROBABLE, 


MEIER PAPERS NOT SERVED. 


Public May Defray the Cost Visited 
Upon Men Who Performed 
a Public Duty. 


It seems certain now that a popular fund 
will be raised to pay the expenses of the 
defense of the members of the February 
grandjury to the suit for $100,000 filed by 
Supply Commissioner Fred C. Meler last 


Saturday. 
No member of the grandjury had _ been 
served with the papers in the suit Tuesday 


marning, and until this legal formalty 18 
gone through with, they will take no action 
in preparation for the defense. 

The movement for a popular fund has not 
taken definite shape as yet, because of the 
delay in service. A number of prominent 
men have expressed the opinion that since 
the grandjurors are sued as @ result of a 
publiz service they rendered, the public 
should bear the expense of their defense. 
Among those who have spoken out on this 
line are James A. Seddon and Everett W. 
Pattison. 

Edgar CC. Lackland, who was the foreman 
of the jury, said Tuesday morning that 
a number of prominent business and pro- 
fessional men had spoken to him about 
raising a popular fund for the defense. 

‘The movement,’ he said, “has not as- 
eumed a definite form yet, because none 
of the defendants have been served. We 


don’t know yet whether this suit is serious | 


or a bluff. When we are served we will 
meet and agree upon a plan of procedure. 
Of course we will etand together., Then 
if anybody wants to raise a popular sub- 
scription, I don’t suppose there will be any 
objection. We have had a large number of 
offers from attorneys to defend us gratis, 
but, of course, we have not entered into 
any arrangement of that kind.’ 

Mr. Stockstrom, a member of the jury, 
has arranged to sail for Europe soon. 

Judge James A. Seddon of the law firm 
of Seddon and Blair said: “I do not want to 
go on record as* prejudging Supply Com- 
missioner Meler’s case. now nothing 
about the merits of his cause of action. But 
as the grandjury, when it made its report 
to the Circuit Court, was acting as a pub- 
lic body and doing a public act, it seems to 
mé that the citizens of St. Louls whose good 
the report was designed to promote, should 
come forward, and assist the members of 
the jury to defend themselves from 
charge of libel. It seems to me that 
popular fund for this work would be an 
eminently proper thing.”’ 

Everett W. Pattison, attorney and author 
of several standard law books, said: ‘‘Clear- 
ly the grandjury was§doing a public work 
when it made that report and its members 
Should not be left to bear the burden of a 
suit for libel unassisted. Not that they 
need assistance, but because the issue at 
stake is one of the principles in which the 
whole public is interested. I do not know 
anything about the merits of the case. 
that does not alter the case. It is a public 
affair and the public should do its part. 
take this position not through any ill feel- 
ing for Mr. Meler, but because I think it 
is justified by the circumstances. If I were 
his best friend, I would do the same thing. 
The liability of the grandjurors is not the 
only issue raised by the suit. The 
question touches the authorit oO 
jurors to report what they find evidence of 
in constitutional Investigations. It is of 
great and lasting interest to the public.”
